GOOD STREETS 


A few suggestions, from one who 


has had practical experience on pre­ 


paring streets and highways for the 


use and convenience of the travel­ 
ing public, might not be out of place. 
A street, or county 
road should 
never be worked at, or disturbed un­ 
less it is placed in a proper condition 
for the benefit of public conveyance. 
Very often the 
road 
overseer 
will 
take his helpers and walk over the 
road gnd, tamp in a little dirt here 
and there, leaving the road in a worse 
condition than it was b e f ir e he wast­ 
ed his time doing what he calls road 
building. W hat is worth doing at all, 
is worth well doing, A quarter of a 
mile of finished road, is worth more 
for 
the 
credit 
and convenience of 
any community than a mile of patch­ 
ed road. 
A road 
to 
be 
finished, 
should be higher in the center than 
on either side, so that it will form 
a w ater shed. Good ditches, or gut­ 
ters should be left on either side of 
the road to carry off the surplus wa­ 
ter. 
In making a road never plow up, 
or disturb the center of the road. Be­ 
gin plowing half way from the center 
to the glitter, move'This into the cen­ 
ter with a grader then pulverize with 
harrow affeer width put on a I ie a y 
drag so as J o 
make 
the 
surface 
smooth 
and 
compact 
as 
possible.

A street 
well 
worked and 


properly graded gives tone and credit 
to the intelligence and progressive 
spirit of the Citizens of the citv. It 
"I.. 
is a deplorable fact that the street 
commissioner often plows a strip on 
each side of the street a certain dis- J 
tance from the center, like a fa rm e r! 
plowing his field, thus destroying the 
use of half the street until this dirt 
is removed. 
When moved 
into 
the 
center, it is often left 
there 
in 
a 
rough and uneven condition as a half 
plowed field. The horse groans when I 
he sees it, and the driver sings, “Oh 
give me back the old.old stre e t/’ 


We would suggest to plow two fur­ 
rows, beginning about half way from 
the center of the street to the curb­ 
ing or gutter, then move these two 
furrows to the center, and so con­ 
tinue to plow and move two furrows, 
till the dirt is moved to or toward 
the center as far out as plowing is 
done. This will be easier on the team 
because the horses will have solid 
footing all the time, and the dirt be­ 
ing freshly plowed will move more 
easily. This will leave most of the 
street open Tor travel all The time 
work is being done. 
After the dirt is 
moved by the grader to the center, 
give it a thorough harrowing as far 
out as plowing has been done. Then 
put the drag (King drag) on it, which 
will ie eel down all high places and 
fill up all low 
places, 
leaving 
a 
smoothie compact surface, with 
the 
center higher than either side. 
WI 'Ti i~fs is done the travel will 
take t<f the center of the street. Rut 
if the dirt is left in the rough the 
travel will move on either side of the 
! center. The outside wheels will soon 
j cut a trough along which the water 
j ' ill flow cutting out a ditch, or make 
lid holes, lf there were plenty of 
ravel, or crushed rock convenient to 
.•read on top of the grade this would 
I stop washing, and give greater dur­ 
ability and firmness to the street.

Mr. Snyder in an article published 
j in The News, stated that he c o n sid e r 
that 
Pontotoc county has as good 
I rock for road building as can be found 
in an yother state. We will say from 
observation that Pontotoc county has 
as good rock for road building and 
finishing as to be found in any state 
in the union. Jasper Count}, Miss­

good 
roads as can be found any where in 
| the United States. These roads are 
i made from crushed flint left after the

Griffin Halstead ta Be Tried. 


Washington, D. C., .May 31.—After 
having fought for nearly two years to 
escape trial, Griffin Halstead, son of 
the famous journalist, the late Murat 
Halstead, 
will be arraigned in the 
criminal court here next Monday to 
stand trial on a charge of embezzling 
funds of form er custom ers of his 
brokerage house. 
The firm of Grif­ 
fin Halstead and Co., failed In Jan u ­ 
ary, RHO. Several weeks later a com­ 
plaint was made to the District At­ 
torney by Hubert Klein pete n u chauf­ 
feur for Mrs. Mark Hanna, that Hal­ 
stead had wrongfully withheld IOO 
shares of New 
York, 
Ontario 
and 
Western railway 
stock. 
The 
stock 
represented Kleinpeter’s savings of a 
lifetime. 
A w arrant for the arrest of 
Hallstead was issued and he was tak­ 
en into 
court. 
He 
denied 
having 
wrongfully used the stock in ques­ 
tion, and friends tried in vain to ef­ 
fect a settlement of the case. In Oc­ 
tober the Federal grand jury Indict­ 
ed the broker on charges of embez­ 
zlement, false pretenses, and larceny. 
Mr. Halstead filed a plea In abate­ 
ment some months ago, claiming that 
his constitutional rights had been in­ 
vaded when the United States atto r­ 
ney presented to the grand jury the 
books of Halstead's brokerage busi­ 
ness, which were in the custody of a 
trustee in 
bankruptcy. 
The

court sustained the contention, but 
on appeal the government obtained a 
reversal and the broker will now have 
to stand trial.

It It Intended to Show Every Building 
In London— It 580 Feet 
Squirt. 


London,--!? til goos well and there 
are no serious delays, three or four 
year* Lienee the London county coun­ 
cil will have competed what It is be­ 
lieved will be the most wonderful map 
in the whole world. 
Seventeen years 
have already been consumed In its 
preparation and $85,000 has been ex­ 
pended on research and labor connect­ 
ed with it. 
A further expenditure of 
about $25,000 is looked forward 
to 
with equanimity by the authorities. 
The great map will really constitute 
a twentieth-century London edition of 
England’s famous 
Doomsday 
Book. 
For it will show 
practically 
every 
building In the 116 square miles that 
go to make up greater London, set­ 
ting forth, as far as possible, the most 
important owners. 
It has often been said that London 
was owned by a few great landlords, 
such as the Duke 
of 
Westminster, 
Lord Howard de Walden, Lord Cado- 
gan. the Duke of Bedford and the 
Dude of Norfolk. 
That is, of course, 
true in a general way, but this map 
shows that there are no fewer than 
36.600 private owners who each pos­ 
sess enough property to make a not­ 
able showing on its face. 
The map will not be issued to the 
public, but is really being prepared for 
the use of the county council itself. It 
is being drawn to the scale of

square feet to the square mile, so that
